WIFE DESERTERS 


Charities Bureau Urges Sharp 

legislation to Force Men 
to Care for Their 
Fans. 


MANY WOMEN DEPENDENT 


In a Year More than Two Thou- 

sand Cases Have Been 
Thrown on Relief 
Societies Here.

FOR HARD LABOR IN PRISON. 


The Chicago or the Illinois man who de- 
serts his wife and children or. who beats 
his wife may soon be called upon to seize one 
of these horns of a punitive dilemma: 

1. The whipping post, | 

2. Confinement in prison at hard labor, the pro- 
ceeds from his toil to be applied to hte maintenance 
of his natural dependents. 

The Chicago Bureau of Charities, stirred 
by the remarkable increase in the number of 
desertions of families and consequent suffer- 
ing of the victims, has taken up the agita- 
tion in behalf of drastic legislation for men 
who are careless of the duty of supporting 
their families. 

The bureau has been making an investiga- 
tion of this evil of wife-desertion, and an- 
nounced yesterday that within the year the 
Associated Charities had been called on to 
deal with 605 families left destitute by the 
husband's dsertion; the County Agent of 
Cook County had given aid to1,000 such fam- 
ilies; and the Chicago Relief and Aid society 
had aided 480 families. : 


Record of a Single Month. 

“This,” according to the bureau's state- 

ent, is the record for one year of only 
three of the many societies in Chicago which 


In March of last year the County Agent ig- 
sued material relief to 664 deserted families. 
The statistics from other large cities indicate 
that similar conditions exist elsewhere.” 
Elaborating this point of the prevalence of 


bureau proceeds: From charitable socie- 
ties all over the land comes a cry of alarm at 
the prevalence of family desertion by hus- 
bande and fathers. As to the cause and pro- 


| portionate extent of the habit three differing 


opinions are expressed. One holds that the 
proportion of desertions to population is not 
increasing, but more thorough study of condi- 
tions is bringing the facts into new prom- 
inence. Another holds that Jaxity in mar- 


spread disregard of family ties and obliga- 
tions, and that the remedy lies in stricter. 
laws and their rigid enforcement. The third 
opinion maintains that the influx of large 
numbers of ignorant foreigners is responsible 
for an abnormal Increase in the evil.“ 

Those who believe the immigration of ig- 
norant classes is the cause of the growth of 
the evil hold that the enactment of more rigid 
laws will be of value, but they place their 
faith chiefly in the educational value of our 
churches, schools, and other republican in- 
stitutions. 

Laws Now Ineffective. 
Laws for compelling men to support their 
families ate not lacking.“ the report con- 
tinues, “but no effective method of em 
forcing them has been devised. Ordinarily 
a man who deserted his family goes at once 
beyond the jurisdiction of courts competent 
to deal with him. The ordinary legal pro- 
vision for correcting this evil consists of 
a trial by means of which a court is led to 
order the offender to contribute a fixed week- 
ly or monthly sum for the support of his 
family, failing in which he is to be com- 
mitted to jail until he gives satisfactory 
evidence of an intention to obey the court's 
mandate. 

The infliction of this penalty involves 
the support of the man at public cost ahd 
brings no help to the family. . 

“In one of the European countries men 
who refuse to support their families are 
placed in confinement at hard labor and 
their earnings are applied ta the maintenance 
of their dependents. This method seems to 
have several distinct advantages. In its 
report for last year the Associated Chari- 
ties of Los Angeles published a plea for the 
establishment of a whipping post for the 
punishment of men who beat or desert their 
wives. This plea cites the example of Dela- 
ware, where it is asserted the whipping post 
has made the offense of wife desertion one 
of the rarest crimes.”’ ) 

The report concludes with the expression 
of a preference for the European to the 
Delaware method, suggesting that “ the 
subject is one worthy of legislative con- 
sideration.“

James Quinn, city sealer, says this is the 
beginning of an extensive fight he will make 
against the dealers who are conducting an 
illegitimate trade to the detriment of honest 
shopkeepers and the public. 

The warrants against Rothschild and Ward 
were sworn out by J. A. Chapman, who paid 
for nine pounds of beef and two and one-half 
pounds of bacon at the Randolph street place. 
He took the meat to Quinn's office in the City 
Hall, where the beef was found to weigh 
seven pounds one and a half ounces and the 
bacon one and a halt pounC ss. 


Receipts Are Refused. 

It has been the custom in these markets 
to refuse receipts or checks for purchases, so 
that prosecutions have been impossible, the 
case being one of veracity between buyer and 
seller. Chapman, who had once before been 
victimized, represented to Ward, the clerk, 
that the purchase was being made for a 
friend and for that reason he wanted a re- 
ceipt. It was given and will be used in 
evidence. 

When taken before Captain Colleran and 
Sealer Quinn, Rothschild, the proprietor, as- 
serted that the act was the mistake of a new 
clerk who was not familiar with the method 
of weighing meat, and offered no defense to 
the vigorous excoriation of the City Sealer, 
who said that a score of similar complaints 
against the place had been filed in his office 
during the week.

Suburbanites are said by the official to be 
the favorite victims of the dealers, who by 
flaring placards and an exhibit of choice 
poultry attract the attention of the residents 
who are hurrying for their trains.

The penalty 
for a violation of the law of short weights or 
measures is a fine of $50 for the first offense, 
to be increased for subsequent convictions.

The profits made by a dozen dealers in 
that part of town have been enormous,” said 
City Sealer Quinn, and their success is at- 
tracting many emulators to the district.

Watches for Four Days and Nights at 
the Bedside of His Parent and Then

Four days and nights of unceasing watch- 
ing at the bedside of his mother is thought to 
have turned the mind of Charles M. Osborne, 
who is missing from the family residence at 
6223 Jackson avenue. The mother, the doc- 
tors say, will die unless the man is found. 
Fifty dollars reward has been offered for in- 
formation dealing with his whereabouts and 
his description has been sent to all the 
police stations. 

Mrs. Osborne had been sick for some time 
and when there was a turn for the worse in 
her condition her son quit work as an engi- | 
neer on the Illinois Central road and insisted 
in remaining night and day at her bedside, 
For four days and nights the vigil lasted and 
then Osborne disappeared. The police were 
notified, but no trace of the man could be 
found. 

Osborne had been brooding over his moth- 
er’s condition, and the day before he dis- | 
appeared members of the family noticed 
that his actions were peculiar. When Os- 
borne did not appear at supper the family 
became anxious. Inquiries were made at 
the houses of friends to whom the man 
might have gone, but none had seen him. 

Every effort was made to keep the know!l- 
edge of Osborne’s disappearance from the 
mother, but she noticed his absence and 
inquired for him repeatedly. Finally, the 
aged woman could be deceived no longer, 
and from that time her condition has grown 
worse. She declares she does not care to 
live unless her son can be found. 

Osborne is 81 years old. He ts described 
as being 6 feet tall, slim of build, weighing

VERDICT IN BOORE CASE 


JURY RETURNS SEALED DECISION 
ONE HOUR. 


‘Stock-Yards Superintendent of the 
Continental Packing and Provision 
Company Will Learn His Fate To- 
morrow—Both Assistant State’s At- 
torney Barnes and Lawyer Forrest 
Make impassioned Arguments at 
Close of Case. 


Harry Boore, superintendent of the pack- 
ing-house of the Continental Packing and 
Provision company, will learn tomorrow 
morning at 10 o'clock whether a jury has 
found him guilty of the charge of stealing 
water from the city main in the Stock-Yards 
for the use of the company. The trial, which 
began on last Tuesday in Judge Tuley’s court, 
reached its conclusion yesterday afternoon 
at 8 o'clock, after instructions had been read 
by the court to the jury, which were without 
any suggestion as to the verdict to be found. 

The closing arguments of Assistant State's 
Attorney Barnes and W. S. Forrest, attorney 
for the defendant, were impassioned and at- 
tracted a large audience. Attorney Forrest 
sought to convince the jury that the Conti- 
nental Packing company had been forced to 


registered on the city’s meters because a law- 
suit’ was a contingency to be avoided by a 
business-hou He said the settlement was 
a “holdup” on the part of the city, and 
argued that Boore had in no way compro- 
mised himself in the settlement. 

Mr. Boore was indicted by the October 
grand jury. The indictment was based on 
the testimony of H. O. Nourse, superintend- 
ent of the city Water department, who told 
of excavations in search of illicit water pipes 
at the Stock-Yards made during September. 
The workmen found an uncharted four-inch 
pipe tapping the city main and leading to the 
premises of the packing company. With 
the exception of a cut-out of about eight feet 
the pipe was found to be continuous, Mr. 
Nourse said, and to lead to the pump-roem 
of the company. 

Verdict Is Reached Soon. 

The jury retired under an order from Judge 
Tuley that if a verdict had not been reached 
by 11 o’clock the jury should consider that 
it was unable to agree and might disperse, to 
report tomorrow morning. If a verdict was 
reached before 11 o'clock it was to be sealed 
and delivered to the balliff for delivery in 
court at that time. At 6 o’clock the court 
adjourned, and an hour later the jury arrived 

at a verdict and delivered it to the bailiff 
sealed. 


Conviction of the offense charged against 
Superintendent, Boore will make him guilty 
of a misdemeantor, which is punishable by a 
fine not larger than $1,000 and imprisonment 
not longer than one year in the county jail. 
The degree of punishment is left to the dis- 
cretion of the eourt. There are four indict- 
ments against Mr. Boore similar to the one 
on which he was tried, but if he is found in- 
necent the other indictments will be in- 
effective. : |

MUST HIDESLOT MACHINES 


OWNERS OF CIGAR STORES AND 
SALOONS RECEIVE ORDERS. 


‘Told trom Police Headquarters to Take 
Down All Gambling Devices—Hint, 


Will Be in Force Only a Short Time— 


Forms All 


The small slot machines which until yester- 
day were to be found in almost every cigar 
store and drug store in the down-town dis- 
trict have vanished from their accustomed 
places under an edict issued last evening from 
police headquarters. Various types of the 
machine have been in constant use in the 
places for months, and during the spasmodic 
wars of the police on the larger kinds the 
penny variety has not been molested. 

Last night at 9 o’clock Detective Schubert 
entered a score of the places around the City 
Hall and informed the proprietors that the 
machines for determining the number of cl- 
gars to be obtained on the investment of one 
cent would have to be removed from their 
accustomed places. ; 

The intimation was given that the order 
would not be in force for a long period, and 
that if the machines were placed in some 
secluded corner or rear room for a few days 
they could be returned to public view and use 
in that time. | | 

Before the arrival of the detective a quiet 
“tip had been circulated among the own- 
ers, and many of the machines had been re- 
moved. Much dissatisfaction was evinced by 
the proprietors at the order, as in many of 


had amounted to almost the legitimate re- 
ceipts of the store. An average of $50 a day 
had been secured from many of them, and 
since the raids of constables on the ma- 
chines had been abandoned the owners have 
felt that no further mterference would come 
from the Police department. | . 
Machine Owners Disappointed. 

“Of course a tip was given us that it 
wouldn't last long,“ said one man, but we 
didn’t expect they would bother us now that 
everything is beginning to go wide open. I 
was.told to plant mine under the counter and 
keep it dusted off ready for use any day, but 
with poker and everything else going along 
in the old way; I think it's pretty small busi- 
ness to go out after the little machines.” 

In all the places where the machines had 
been removed they were merely placed under 
the counter and no effort to conceal them 
from public view was made. No attempt to 
confiscate the implements was made, al- 
though they could be carried away easily 
by the officers who ordered their oval, 
and the proprietors were assured that after 
“arrangements had been made they would 
again be placed in position to devour the 
pennies. ‘ ‘ 

Raids in Outlying Wards. 

Inspector Shea sent an order to all police 
stations on the West Side last night to con- 
fiscate all slot machines and gambling 
devices found in saloons in that district. 
Men were detailed on this work from each 
station, but only one slot machine was found. 
This was in a saloon at Randolph and Canal 
streets. 

Police officers of the Sheffield Avenue Sta- 
tion raided a number of saloons in Lake View 
last night and confiscated a large number of 
slot machines. They will be destroyed, 

Lieutenant Bonfield of the Englewood Po- 
lice Station smashed twelve slot machines 
and glass wheels of fortune. This was the 
culmination of a raid upon saloons, candy, 
and tobacco stores. Some of the cases came 
up in Justice Duggan’s court and the rest 
were continued. Among those who were 
fined were: Mrs. C. G. Nelson, who keeps a 
candy shop at 1216 Sixty-first street and en- 
joys the patronage of school children; A. G.

Opinion: of Counsel Walker. 

In the opinion of Mr. Walker the Controller 
is the proper authority to demand the pay- 
ment of collections. According to his opinion 
it will be possible for the city to obtain money 
for corporate purposes, for the library, and 
the schools as rapidly as it is collected in the 
towns. It is provided in section 164 of the 
act for the assessment of property that Town 
end District Colléctors shall pay over the 
amounts collected every thirty days, upon the 
demand of the proper authorities. 

„The official life of a Town Collector is 
brief,“ said Mr. Walker in his opinion, and 
it is the policy of the law to require him to 
pay over money collected by him practically 
as soon as received, and it is your duty as 
head of the Department of Finance to make 
demand in writing upon the different Town 
Collectors to comply with section 164 referred 
to by paying over at once to the City Treas- 
urer, accompanied by statements, the amount 
of taxes collected on account of the city.” 


Mr. Kerfoot Will Insist.

DOOM OF CITY LANDMARK 


CHICAGO’S GROWTH REFLECTED 
| IN BUILDING TO BE RAZED. 


‘Structure at State and Madison Streets, 
on the “ Busiest Corner,” Was Erect- 
ed Before the Fire and Has Under- 
gone Little Change—Board of Edu- 
1 eation’s Plan for a Modern Office 
Building—Figures Show the Rapid 
| Increase in Valuation. 


—— 


In its plan for the erection of a large build - 
ing on the southwest corner of State and 
Madison streets, the Committee on Buildings 
end Grounds of the Board of Education con- 
templates the removal of a landmark which 
for nearly thirty-five years has stood on the 
busfest corner in Chicago. The three-story 
building was erected in 1868 and was only par- 
tially destroyed by’ the fire of 1871. Part 
of the walls were left standing, and the build- 
ing was rebuilt within them. 

The suggestion that it would be advisable 
to tear down the building comes from a rep- 
resentative of the Mackin estate, which owns 
the lease to the lots south of the three lots 
leased by J. E. Otis, and it is possible that 
the latter may not approve the scheme when 
a new valuation is placed on his holdings. 
It is believed by members of the Board 
of Education, however, that the financial 
advantages to be derived from an improve- 
ment of the property will be so apparent 
that Mr. Otis will join in the enterprise. 


| Corner Remains Unchanged. 

Nr. Otis has owned the leaseholds on the 
east two-thirds of lots 1 and 2, which oc- 
cupy the corner, since 1868. Since that time, 
with the exception of the interval occasioned 
by the big fire, there has been practically 
no change in the improvement of the corner. 
During all these years the corner has been 
occupied by a drug store, and the firm name 
eof Buck & Rayner has remained over the 
door unchanged. Another firm which has 
retained its hold on the corner for almost 
as long a period is Streeter Bros., a shoe 
firm, which originally was Streeter & Tuck- 
er. M. W. Diffley, tobacconist, is another 
tenant who has been on the corner since the 
great fire. 

The history of the corner affords a strik- 
ing illustration of the growth of the city. 
It has been devoted to business since it was 
included in the school section, created in 
The value of the land has been en- 
hanced several hundredfold since then, until 
the corner is now considered not only the 
busiest but the most valuable in the city. 


Rapid Growth of Valuation. 

The valuation, according to the records, has 
ppemeoere as follows on lots 1 and 2 since

‘The drop in the valuation in 1875 was a 
account of the destruction wrought by the 
fire, when a reduction of 40 per cent was 
made in justice to property-owners. 

The valuation on the east two-thirds of the 
lots in 1885 was $252,000, and in 1895 the fig- 
ures were given as $425,000. These valuations 
were made on account of the division of the 
ptoperty at the time J. E. Otis acquired the 
leaseholds. For the purpose of taxation the 
Swift commission placed a valuation on Mr. 
Otis’ lots in 1896 of $26,270. The commission 
fixed the valuation of lot 3, adjacent to Mr. 
Otis’ lots on the south, at $19,890, while the 
figures for the Mackin estate were $51,180. 

The Board of Education received an aver- 
age annual rentai of $34,000 from J. E. Otis 
between 1890 and 1895, since which time the 


For the same period the Mackin estate paid 
ar annual rental of $36,000, a figure which 
also has been made much larger.

The fire was start- 
ed by the explosion of a barrel of gasoline, 
which set fire to the timbers in the mouth of 
the mine. | 

The miners were terrorized when they 
found egress from the mine cut off and the 
mine fillling with smoke. The calmer ones set 
about to extinguish the flames, however, and 
for four hours the forty men carried water 
in their tin buckets and threw it upon the 
flames. In the meantime a rescuing party 
had been organized in the village and fought 
the flames from the outside. 

None of the imprisoned miners was in- 
jured, but all showed the effects of the terri- 
ble ordeal when emerged from the mine 
after their four hours’ battle. 


Little Hope for Union Miners.

Adjust Their Ideas to 
Change of Monarehs. 


EFFECT OF FIRST SPEECH. 
Much Speculation Over Extent 
to Which Edward Will In- 
fluence Nation’s Policy.

LONDON, Feb. 16.—The attention of Eng- 
lishmen continues to dwell upon the fact that 
a King sits upon the throne. The change 
does not touch the lives of the people in the 
remotest degree, but their life-long concep: | 
tions of monarchical institutions and the per- 
sonality of the crown have been swept away, 
and popular imagination is only now begin- 
hing to feel the full effect of it all. 
It seemed a little strange, even to the aver- 
age Briton, that yesterday's speech in Parlia- 
ment by the King’s Ministers indicated ex- 
actly the same policy and advocated precise- 
ly the same measures as were annunciated 
two months ago in the same place when the 
. were the Ministers of Queen Vic- 
0 


It has always been the boast of English 
men, democratic and aristocratic alike, that 
the sovereign of the British Empire is a non- 
political power, and that the government is 
strictly a parliamentary one. The complete 
exemplification of this fact seems, however, 
to have impressed the masses as a tritt 
strange. It has also served to show how 
empty of real significance was the gorgeous 
pageant of Thursday when the King went 
in state to Westminster and read to the 
Lords and Commoners the words which his 
Ministers put in his mouth, ; 


Personal Influence a Factor. 

It is seldom that anything transpires in re 
gard to the sovereign’s influence with the 
Ministers upon political subjects. It is known 
vaguely that Queen Victoria ‘had strong 
opinions on some public questions, which she 
occasionally endeavored to impress upon her 
Ministers. How far she really succeeded in 
influencing their policy will probably never 
be disclosed. Her power, which was used 
rarely, but with sometimes tous effect, 
was in the foreign relati of the empire. 
This power her son, the King, does not pos- 
sess in anything like the same degree, for this 
is a purely personal influence. 

The King’s influence with his Ministers is a 
problematical question. There is the best 
reason to believe that his words concerning 
south Africa in Thursday's speech correctly 
represent his personal as well as his official 
views. His influence, whatever it may be 
worth, is less pacific than the late Queen’s. | 
There is still some hope in certain quarters 
that the King will be sufficiently independent 
and courageous to take the initiative in cer- 


ly desired by the vast majority of Englishmen 
that he should stretch his constitutional 
powers, if need be, in order to compel a 
genuine radical reformation of the army. 
It is certain that nothing efféctite will be 
accomplished in this direction unless Ddward 
brings all the influence of, his Kingly office 
to bear upon the question. | 


King May Use His Power. 

The King’s undisguised enjoyment during 
the last few days of the glamour and pomp of 
sovereignty has slightly disappointed cer 
tain classes. He would have been more than 
human, perhaps, had the acclamations of his 
people failed to please him, and it is unfair 
at this early day to infer any intention on his 
part to limit his royal functions to the mere 
parade of glories of his high station. Ed- 
ward has not some of the qualities necessary 
in a great ruler who must contend with 
strong opposition, but f health and strength 
are granted him he will prove more than a 
figurehead of the empire, according to those 
who know. him. 

This question of health and strength is, 
however, one which causes some uneasiness. 
He is troubled with a slight affection of the 
throat, which does not yield satisfactorily 
to treatihent and the nature of which has 
not been fully determined as yet. This was 
somewhat noticeable during the delivery of 
his speech last Thursday, when his voice, 
though strong and audible, was husky. 


House Members Feel Slighted. 

The ‘King’s gallant decision to share all 
honors equally with Queen Alexandra has 
pleased the people of ali classes. On Thurs- 
day, however, it led to the first friction that 
has yet arisen. It was by the Queen's desire 
that a great part of the space in the House of 
Lords should be allotted to peeresses, Asa 
result only a handful of members of the 
House of Commons were able to secure places 
at the opening of Parliament, and those only 
after a disgraceful scrimmage. As a result 
there has been a sentiment of lively indigna- 
tion throughout the House of Commons which 
has taken, however, the form only of slight 
expression. In a question addressed to thé 
Rt. Hon, Arthur Balfour the government 
leader, it was urged that the exclusion of 
members of the House of Commons from the 
Lords chamber was an outrage. upon their 
constitutional rights, and some of the mem- 
bers have been tnclined to hold the King 
primarily responsible. 1 

Opposition Makes Headway. 

The Liberal opposition to the 
started off well with an attack upon the hos 
pital scandal last night, and was spirited. 
The assistance of several Ministerialists en- 
abled them to destroy the government case. 
The Liberals propose to make effective use 
of the strange omission from the King’s 
speech and government program of all ref- 
érence to the question of housing the poor. 
which & was expected would be the chief 
work of the session. But the opposition is 
not Ukely to make any permanent impression 
upon the serried ranks of the Ministerialists 
or on the mind of the country this year. 


Liberal Rows III-Concealed. 

The session is not likely to be old before 
the dissension with which the Liberal ranks 
are stili torn will be made apparent. A 
temporary peace has been patched between 
the partisans of Earl Rosebery, the former 
Liberal leader, and Sir Henry Campbell- 
Bannerman, the present leader, but Sir Will- 
lam Vernon Harcourt refuses to temporize. 
He hates. Lord Rosebery, with an abiding 
hatred. Nor is it likely that-the Irish Na- 
tionalists will be able to do much effective 
work unless their friends in America come 
to their rescue. Sixty-five members of this 
party obeyed Chairman John Redmond's call 
to be present at the sessions of the House. 
Over forty of these will have to be paid, be- 
cause they are poor man, who cannot afford 
to live away from home.

They 
were, in the la of the: street, it,“ and 
became so imbued with the value of their 
services that they wanted to name their own 
purses and select their opponents. Promoters 
were compelled to engage good hustling men 
to hunt up fighters to fight, but now fighters 
are hunting up promoters, begging them to 
give them a fight. Purses that were turned 
down sneeringly six months ago, are eagerly 
sought today, and I can truthfully state that 
half of the sum offered a year ago would be 
considered a juicy morsel today, 

Of course, the fighters are not responsible 
for thie sudden uprising throughout the 
country, but I know when they were riding 
the high horse of prosperity and with no 
panic days in sight quite a number of them 


put in many a spare hour knocking in- 


stead of boosting the game. 


The arrival of Charley Mitchell in this 
country recalls old-timers to the days when 
the plucky, scientific Englishman carried a 
chip on his shoulder for any one to knock 
of. His boxing contests with John L. Sul- 
Iivan, Jack Burke, and his bare knuckle 
fight with Sullivan at Chantilly, France, and 
hie battle with Jim Corbett at Jacksonville, 
Fa., are still fresh in the memories of fight 
followers, Mitchell's visite to this country 
heretofore were for fight, and fight only. 
This time, however, fight ts farthest from 
his thoughts. He is loaded down with flesh 
and money and expects while here to add 
to the former and deduct from the latter. 

It is probably not generally known that 
Billy Madden, us Ruhlin's manager, is 
sponsor for Mitchell's first appearance in 
this country. Madden, it will be remem- 
pered, managed John L. Sullivan from 1880 


until the fall of 1882, when they split up. 


Billy saw a heap of money in sight if he 
could secure a man able to lower Sullivan's 
colors, and, knowing that man could not 
be found in America, went scouting for him 
in England. There were quite a number of 
heavyweight boxers parading through Eng- 
land and Ireland about that time, and Mad- 
den, being at a loss as to which was the 
best of the lot, promoted a huge boxing 
tournament and secured the berg of the 
best boxers in 


Mitchell at that dene 8 less than 
150 pounds, but at that he waded through 
the heavywelghts like McGovern wades 
through the featherweights at the present 
day. After Charlie had trimmed up all the 


big fellows,.Maddew.ivsued a challenge to. 


all Bogiand on behalf of Mitchell and post- 
ed a forfeit as a guarantee of good faith. 
After waiting a reasonable length of time 
without receiving am answer to his chal- 
lenge, he brought Mitchell to this country 
as the champion of England in March, 1883. 
His first contest wes with Mike Cleary, whom 
he defeated in three rounds. This contest 
took place April b, and on May 14 he tackled 
John L. Sullivan at Madison Square Garden, 
but the contest was stopped by Police Cap- 
tain Williams in the third round. 


Madden then toured him through the coun- | 


try, meeting all comers, and made his first 
appearance in a contest in this city with 
Jack Burke on June 29, 1885. The contest, 
a eix-round affair, resulted in a draw. He 
met Burke here again in May, 1886, in a 
ten-round contest which also was decided 
a draw. He returned to England on July 5 
of that year and came back to this country 
in April the following year and toured the 
States with Jake Kilrain. On Sept. 24 he 
alled for England with Kilrain, and on 
March 10, 1888, fought Sullivan thirty-nine 
rounds to a draw, London prize ring rules, 
at Chantilly, France. After making several 
trips to and from England he was matched 
with and defeated by Jim Corbett in three 
rounds at Jacksonville, Fla. 

Mitchell is a hail-fellow-well- met, and, as 
his present trip is one of pleasure, there 
ts no doubt he will be treated royally ws. his 
friends and one-time enemies.

Crude and tentative as 
these were, they none the less achieved im- 
mediate success, their first trial being in the 
Cities of New York and Boston. These were 
splendid enterprises in their way, and their 
only handicap was that of youth. They car- 
ried truly enough the breath of the outdoor 
air, the fascination of the woods and 
streams. They brought in their way the 
our of doors to the people who lived indoors. 


Chicago Sportsmen’s Exposition. 
It cannot be claimed, therefore, for the 
first entertainment of the kind ever seen 
in Chicago, the exposition of the Internation- 
al Forest, Fish, and Game association, that 
it is the first thing of the kind ever under- 
taken, for such ig not thé case. Yet it can 
be claimed that it will be the best thing of 
the kind ever yet brought out, because it 
is given on a basis which allows full advan- 
tage to be taken of the earlier experiences 
in the same line. There had n World’s 
fairs before the Chicago World's Fair, yet 
Chicago made a magnificent success of her 
undertaking in that line. The success of 
this first Chicago sportsman's show should 
be relatively just as great as her success 
with the World's Fair. Chicago has never 
yet found occasion to fall into second plac 
in any material undertaking. For her 
sportsmen’s show, so called, though really 
it is properly to be called a popular show, 
she brings a full supply of Chicago energy 
and Chicago resourcefulness. Chicago is 
nearer to the sporting grounds of America, 
speaking of it as to a central location, than 
any other great city. All around her lie 
many smaller cities, and in each ot these 
there is a body of eager sportemen. That 
Callseum will be crowded on opening 
night, Feb. 27, there can exist little doubt. 

There will be abundant trade exhibits at 
this exposition, but the general scheme goes 
beyond the trade or advertising idea. The 
intention of the management is not more 
to show how game and fish can be killed 
than how they can be appreciated and en- 
joyed. It ts the wish to make the enter- 
tainment educational as well as entertain- 
ing. There is nothing possibly to be con- 
nected with this project which of Itself is 
not clean, wholesome, and inspiring. All 
the sports of the field, upland shooting, 
marsh shooting, big game hunting, angling, 
snowshoeing, boating, every sport known 
to the lover of wild nature, will have its 
good representation and its able expgnents. 

he best trophies of the country will be 
shown, and there will be full information 
obtainable as to where sport can be found 
in these days of growing scarcity of fish and 
game. It will be something stimulating for 
the old wild-fowler to go into the big hall 
and see a Hock of a couple of dozen geese, 
real honkers, pursuing their way through 
the upper air. The still hunter will stop 
for many a moment before the giant speci- 
mens of moose and wapiti and deer. The 
angler will hang over the rail and watch by 
the hour his favorite fishes, the trout, the 
bass, the muskellunge, the ouananiche. The 
naturalist will be able to see the finest col- 
lection of wild ducks ever seen in Chicago, 
embracing species which have been import- 
ed from the old world and which are not. 
common to this country. The gun clubs 
which have been trying to introduce differ- 
ent varieties of pheasants as game birds 
will be delighted to see here the most com- 
plete collection of these beautiful creatures 
ever brought together. The entire fauna 
of America will be represented, and the 
animals will be shown alive and in good 
condition. There will be hundreds of mount- 
ed heads, scores of beautiful paintings of 
game animals and game fishes. There will 
be three carloads of curiosities from Alas- 
ka.

The American association has been 
giving a correct imitation of the ground 
hog after seeing its shadow, and the Players’ 
association has contented itself with issuing 
pacific bulletins occasionally through its 
mouthpiece, Chief Zimmer. | 

The difficulties Jimmy Manning found in 

uring a location in Washington are fair- 

y illustrative of the National league's meth- 
ods of fighting. That experience in connec- 
tion with the similar one they had in Phila- 
Gelphia has taught the American league 
magnates that they cannot be as open and 
above board in their 3 22 as they 
had been hitherto. They made no secret of 
their movements in Philadelphia and Wash- 
ington, and thereby permitted the National 
league to discover their intentions and the 
locations for par¥s which they were after. 
The old league at once set agents secretly 
at work, and by various inducements pre- 
vailed upon the owners or tenants of adja- 
cent property to make protests against the 
admission of baseball to their respective 
neigh borhoods. |

In Russia the American trotter has quite 
a foethold, as the sport has been popular 
for more than 100 years, the Orloff trotter 
having for a long time been a recognized 
breed, but the Russian government is not 
partial to the importation of trotters from 
other lands. It was different about fifteen 
years ago, as at that time the Russian Min- 
ister having such matters in charge asked a 
price on Maxey Cobb that had just placed 
the stallion record for trotters at 2:13%\. 
The Russian government, however, fully ap- 
preciates the value of American training 
methods and two years ago made a five-year 
contract with G. J. Fuller, one of the best- 
known @rivers in this country, to teach what 
he knew to the jockeys in the Imperial sta- 
bles at a salary of $6,000 a year. 

Pedigrees Do Not Help Them. 

When Axtell's performances as a colt trot- 
ter were the sensation of the horse world 
and his sale for $105,000 had added to his 
fame there was put on the market a full 
brother to the great colt. } 

This horse was called Drextell, and on the 
strength of his distinguished relation he was 
sold for about $6,000, and at one time was the 
property of Budd Doble. His services as a 
sire were advertised, and in fact all prepara- 
tions were made to produce something in the 
horse line worthy of his lineage, but Drex- 
tell was a flat ure. He never trotted fast. 
enough to be heard from in the role of a race 
nag, and after about a decade of stud service 
he has not a 2:30 trotter or a 2:25 pacer to his 
credit. Down in Virginia, however, there is 
a pacing son of Drextell, a 6-year-old, that 
last season made a record of 2:27, but inas- 
much as his dam was a daughter of Ken- 
tucky Prince it would be just as reasonable 
to attribute his speed to that branch of the 
pedigree as any other.

ORIGIN OF WASHINGTON’S REPU- 
TATION FOR VERACITY. 


First President One of the Leading 
Sportsmen of His Time—Best Horse- 
man and Owner of the Finest Ken~ 

pels in the Country I Cannot Tell 
a Lie“ Legend Probably Comes from 
an Accident While as a Boy He Was 
Brenking a Colt. 


Stateliest of all the figures in American 


annals, George Washington was also more 
of a sport than any other President of the 


United States. The first equestrian of his 
day in a state where every man was born 
to the saddle, owner of the finest kenneis 
this side of the Atlantic and of an unsur- 
passed stud of horses, for eight years only, 
during his two terms as the national execu- 
tive, was he a man of indoor life. The 
major portion of his many remaining years 
he spent in the fielde, woods, the wilderness, 
and on the farm; when not as a soldier, 
surveyor, or agriculturist, at fowling and 
fishing, at the racecourse or chase. 

There is a companion story to the im- 
perishable cherry-tree-and-little~hatchet in- 
cident which, while mirroring the veracity 
as a child of the deathless hero, also illus- 
trates his early affinities for the horse and 
his skill as a rider, and has besides, it is 
avowed, a clearer title to genuineness than 
its more celebrated counterpart which has 
been frequently deemed the figment of Mr, 
Weem's imagination. 

As the narrative runs, Lady Washington 
had a pair of handsome gray ponies, the 
pride of her stable, one of which had never 
been broken to the saddie. The little George 
and some of his friends essay*d the task 
of initiating the animal Into the art of carry- 
ing a rider, but were unsuccessful in mount- 
ing him until Washington took histurn. He 
bestrode the belligerent little back of the 
colt and after a spirited contest victoriously 
started on a canter, which did not end until 
the animal! fell prostrate with his rider. 

In great alarm for the welfare of the 
horse, George promptly confessed to his 
mother, who responded: I forgive you be- 
cause you had the courage to tell the truth 
at once.“ 

While still a boy Washington rode to the 
hounds with Lord Fairfax, who had brought 
the only pack in the country from England, 
Later in life he established at his home at 
Mount Vernon the choicest kenrels to be 
seen in America. They were situated about 
100 yards from the family vault where his 
body now reposes. The building was rude 


large enclosure paled in, having in the cen- 
ter a spring of running water, : 
The pack was numerous and select, includ- 
ing several French chiens de chasse of great 
size, the gift of Lafayette. Every morning 
and evening the Colonel inspected them, also 
his horses, mentioning in his diary that he 
had “anointed” all his hounds which had 
the mange with “ bog’s lard and brimstone." 
The names of some of his dogs were: Mop- 
sey, Pilot, Tartar, Countess, Ragman, Juno, 
Lady, Tryal, Vulcan, Ringwood, Singer, 
Truclove, Music, Sweetlips, Forester, Rock- 
wood. It was his pride to have it (the pack) 
„so well drafted as to speed and bottom 
that in running if one leading dog should 
lose the scent another was immediately at 
hand to regain it, and thus in full cry you 
might cover the pack with a blanket.” | 
Breaks His Own Horses. 
The stock of horses at Mount Vernon was 
inferior to none in the country. Every horse 
was broken in by the proprietor. Chastellux 
makes special mention of the fact that 
steed of Washington, which he rode, wa 
perfectly well broken and grained, having 


_@ good mouth, easy in hand, and able to stop 


short in a gallop without bearing the bit. 

Blueskin was the name of an iron gray 
horse much in demand for the chase, his 

eculiar tinting approaching a blue. He was 
arge, fiery, and all-enduring. Magnolia, 
a beautiful creature, and a full blooded 
Arabian Washington used for the saddle on 
the road, while Nelson was the favorite 
charger in war. Nelson measured seventeen 
hands high, “ his neck clothed in thunder,“ 
his spirit mettlesome, and, appearing, it is 
said, to be almost conscious that he bore 
on his back the father of his country. 

Other horses were named Valiant, Ajax, 
Chinkling, the last a cream colored beauty

Washington entered his horses in the race 
of the day, which he attended in person, sub- 
scribing liberally to the purses and betting 
with moderation on the winners.. On these 
occasions and at the meets of the sportsmen 


he must be imagined as a prepossessing | 


figure, for his portraits show him to be of 
handsome mold and commanding mien, while 
his biographers dress him for such functions 
dashingly, and, as they avow, becomingly 
in a blue cloth coat, scarlet waist coat, buck- 
skin breeches, and velvet cap. 
All his hunting paraphernalia was im- 
ported from England and his costumes were 
made by London’s best tailors, 
The fox chase was another pet diversion 
with Washington. It was his habit before 
the war, while living the typical life of a 
country gentleman, to devote all the time 
he could spare from building and agriculture 
to hunting, following the chase three times 
a week during the season. Many a gay 
hunting party then gathered on the spacious 
lawns of Mount Vernon with their hounds 
and horns, all having risen in time for a 
candlelight breakfast, and starting in pur- 
suit of their game before sunrise, 425 
Mounted on Blueskin Washington would 
ride gayly up to the dogs through all the 
difficulties and dangers of the ground with- 
out sparing his horse, always in at the 
death and yielding to no one the honors of 
the brush. Billy Lee, meanwhile, on Chink- 
ling,. would fearlessly rush through brush 
and tanglewood in a way that would make 
modern huntsmen stand aghast."’ 4 
Bold Rider to Heunds, rt) 
The first President of the United States 
is described as a bold rider, who leaped the 
highest fences and was extremely quick, 
without standing on the stirrups or bearing 
on the bridle or letting the horse run wild. 
There was not a horse he could not ride, all 
he asked of any animal being the power to 
go along.“ and ridiculing the idea of getting 
unhorsed so long as the steed. kept on his 


legs. | 9 
The hunt at an end, the party would re- 
turn to the mansion-house to recount, amid 
the good cheer of a generously laid table 
and a refreshing glass, the incidents ofthe 
day. Washington confessed that at these 
times he was not entitled to much glory, for 
although a master horseman he was but in- 
differently successful as a sportsman; but 
in his diary he philosophically consoles him- 
self with the reflection that he achieved his 
main ends of excitement and exercise, _ 

Late in life when the kennels at Mount Ver- 
non were broken up à deer park was estab- 
lished below the house toward the river, 
where fine native breeds as well as Eng- 
lish fallow deer were kept. The general was 
tenacious of his game and rigorously prohibi- 
ted all persons from breaking into his pre- 
serves. 

Gynning was another favorite pastime of 
Washington, duckshooting along the river 
front affor@ing him especial delight. His 
own "estates and the surrounding country 
at certain seasons of the year swarmed with 
the incomparable canvas-backs now esteem- 
ed such a luxury, and tradition has it that 
he knew the feeding-places of all the finest 
flocks. Went a’ducking between break- 
fast and dinner,“ says a certain page in his 
diary, and killed two mallards and five 
bald faces.” Rid out with my gun, but 
killed nothing says another. | 

As an angler Washington enjoyed drag- 
ging for sturgeons, reporting that he some- 
times catch'd one“ and sometimes “ catch’d 
none.” While in Philadelphia during the 
federal convention of 1787 he went up with 
a party to the old camp of Valley Forge for 
a day of fishing. One of his companions in 
his sport was Governor Morris. 

In 1790 a newspaper relates that vester- 
day afternoon the President of the United 
States returned from Sandy Hook and the 
fishing banks where he had been for the bene- 
fit of the sea air and to amuse himself in the 
delightful recreation of fishing. We are 
told that he has experienced great sport, 
having. himself caught a great number of 
sea bass and black fish. The weather proved 
remarkably fine which, together with the 
salubrity of the air and wholesome exercise 
rendered this voyage extremely agreeable, 
and cannot fail, we hope, of being service- 
able to à speed and complete restoration 
of his health.“

same position (who is presumably playing ac- 
cording to his best judgment) could not play. 

The usual result, of course, of such play @ 
that the leaders win by a much larger score 
than they would under natural conditions; 
but occasionally, owing to some pecullardie 
tribution of the cards, these frantic efforts 
result in what our Eastern friends cals 
“kill,” for the player making them and iis 
team is credited with the game, to whichit 
is not really entitled. 

Clearly, tn national events, matches should 
not be decided in this manner. The com 
testants should play the best whist of whieh 
they are capable, from beginning to end, ang 
the game should always be won strictly upen 
its merits. In these contests no such ie 
centive is needed to sustain the interest of the 
players as that which the Journal suggest, 
In fact, it is impossible to imagine that any 
thing could arouse the players to greater &@ 
forts than those which they actually pus 
forth.

The skin is 
dry, rough, and corky; it has also been ob- 
served that perspirations may occur in cer- 
tion regions of the body. 

The patient complains of formication, 
pricking, and tingling; some say that the 
ground often seems elastic as if it were cov- 
erned with thick layers of cotton, and some 
say when walking their feet feel as if they

The 
patient often complains of a heavy feeling, 
rigid muscles; in fact, cramps in all the 
muscles. Ocular disorders are also frequent, 
Sometimes patients suffer continuous 
eruptions of various kinds, and at last the 
whole chest is filled with serum,,and, in fact, 
there is a complete effusion of the lungs and 
the heart sac, and an extreme degree of 
numbness, chiefly of the lower extremities. 
Wernich, a German physician, who prac- 
ticed in Japan, says that kakke is a chronic 
constitutional disorder of blood-making of 
the vascular system; consequently the af- 
flicted do not change in color of the face. 


DURATION OF THE DISEASE. __ 
The disease may last a long time and slowly

minated by death; sometimes it is rapidly 
cured when the patient changes climate, at 
other times it remains stationary for a long 
period or grows worse slowly. é 
The duration of the disease may be five 
weeks, and may be two years; relapses are 
frequent and may occur from three to six 
times. 

Many persons manifest symptoms of the 
disease every time they come in contact 
with an endemic center, and are compelled 
to leave at once. It has been known that 
patients who exhibited extreme degrees of 
paralysis, atrophy, and cedema of the heart 
and lungs recovered; and, on the contrary, 
many who manifested slight and apparently 
mild symptoms often terminated fatally. 

In some of these instances the progress of 
the disease is so rapid that it carries off the 
patient in six, twelve, twenty-four, and thir- 
ty-six hours after its firstattack 


DIFFICULT TO MAKE DIAGNOSIS. 

The symptoms are varied and complex. 
Few diseases present so many different 
features; therefore it is difficult to make a 
diagnosis, especially by physicians who never 
saw sucha malady. The principal symptoms 
are preceded by a feeling of sadness, chilis, 
and headaches, presentiments, inability to 
work, muscular fatigue after the slightest 
exercise, shortness of breath, insomnia, bad 
dreams and nightmares when the patient

HISTORY OF KAKKE. 

The disease is of Asiatic origin and well 
known to Chinese and Japanese physicians. 
The. history of kakke may be traced back as 
far as the second century of the pre-Christian 
era. Ancient and medical writings reveal the 
fact that the word kakke was discovered 
in a Chinese work, dated 200 B. C., and about 
130 years later the disease was fully de- 
scribed in another Chinese work. In the third 
and in the seventh and eighth centuries of 
the present era, and in all the medical books 
belonging to the tenth century, there is al- 
ready a distinction drawn between a dry 
or paralytic kakke and a wet or dropsical. 
In the beginning of the tenth century in the 
Japanese medical books the disease is con- 
founded with rheumatism, heart disease, and 
dropsy. In the seventeenth century there

It once broke out in the penitentiary 
of Batavia, where a sailor was imprisoned. 
There are various opinions as to the origin 
of the disease. Some say that the disease is 
peculiar to the kinds of soil; others to the 
influence of overcrowding and want of venti- 
lation; others to dietic causation, such as de- 
ficient or improper food and drink, tainted 
or brackish drinking water. However, the 
cause is of a specific nature. 7 
The indications of the presence of kakke 
poison in the system may not be sufficient 
reason for the person to fee! ill. There are 
generally certain factors creating conditions 
of predisposition to the action of the germ. 
Bacteriologically,

teria in the system, and multiplies almost 
, similar to other infectious diseases, such as 
typhoid fever, puerperal fever, etc. and 
presents forms according to circumstances 
and age; the bacillus is with a spore forma- 
tion.

The question at this moment is how long 
our army, composed of young men in the 
vigor of life, can withstand the hardships 
and trials of garrison life, a life of scanty 
food and shelter, 6,000 miles away from 
civilization, without being infected with the 
dreadful disease kakke? Is it possible that 
they can escape the prevailing disease of a 
country to which they are not acclimated? 
History tells us that every army that has 
ever gone to foreign lands was always more 
or less infected with diseases peculiar to the 
country. 

Thousands upon thousands of English sol- 
diers died in India of beriberi. Many Span- 
ish soldiers died of tropical diseases in 
North and South American countries, and 
‘many of our soldiers have died of yellow 
fever in the late war with Spain. 


DISEASES TRACED TO ASIA. 


To Asiatic origin many diseases may be 
assigned, and the many epidemics, endemice, 
and infectious diseases have been transmit- 
ted to European and American countries by 
Asiatics. Cholera, for example, a disease 
which derives fta name from «a malady 
closely related to it in symptoms, is @ pan- 
demic, which first originated in Asia. There 
have been four principal pandemics since 
the year 1817, but the point of departure 
of the first epidemic is enveloped in con- 
siderable obscurity.

SCARLET FEVER’S ORIGIN. «. ~ 


Scarlet fever and mumps and measles are 
other epidemic diseases belie“ed to be of 
Asiatic origin. The time of scarlet fevers 
first appearance there cannot be decided, but 
the earliest information about it goes 
hand in hand with that about measies. It first 
appeared on the continent of Burope if 
the beginning of the seventeenth cent+ 
tury. On the continent of North America 
it was probably in 1735 and in New 
England that scarlatina first obtained 
footing. — 

The earliest accounts of the epidemic pres 
alence of dengue, a knee disease, come from 
Arabia, where this malady appeared for thé 


on Asiatic soil occurred in 1824 and 1825 in 
India and Further India. It appeared as an 
epidemic in 1827-’28 in the West Indies, on 
the seaboard of the Gulf of Mexico, and on 
the Atlantic coast of the Southern States uf 
the union.

Philadelphia has been questioning the ef- 
fects of street lights in residence districts, 
with the result that a certain element there 
decides that it would be twice as sleepy if it 
| were not for the lights of all kinds. Some 
of the city's foremost neurologists are de- 
olaring against the age of electricity in gen- 
eral, and especially against the arc light and 
against the electric sign made of the incan- 
descent bulbs.

FOR THE BEER AND TOBACCO TRUSTS, 
An analysis of the Senate bill for the re- 
duction of the war taxes of 1898 shows 
that it is a bill for the benefit of the beer 
trust and the tobacco trust. These two 
trusts, which have friends on the Demo- 
cratic as well as on the Republican side 
of the Senate chamber, have dictated *he 
terms of that substitute for the House bill 


now in the hands of a conference committee. 


Taxes to the amount of about $40,000,000 
are remitted by the Senatorial, measure. 
Under it the tobacco trust will be a 


000 and the beer trust to the amount of 
$14,000,000. Together they will get over 
nine-tenths of the total sum to’ be remit- 


ted, That part of the community which 


is outside of these two trusts will get rather 


less than one-tenth. This is the Senatorial 


conception of ideal revenue legislation. 

The House conceded too much to the 
two special interests which have been men- 
tioned when it voted to decrease by a lit- 
tle over $13,000,000 the taxes paid by them. 
This is one-third of the total reduction 
contemplated by that body. The Senate, 


‘more amenable to unwholesome influences 


than the House, was easily persuaded that 
too little had been done for the brewers 
and the tobacco and cigar manufacturers, 
and altogether too much had been done 
for the “ plain people.” | 

It is not to be wondered at that this mis- 
begotten, misshapen scheme for revenue re- 
duction has awakened the indignation of 
the House, and that threats are made that 


be permitted to have its own way. It is 

to be hoped that the House will be firm 

and will not let the Senate prescribe to it 

the mode of revising the revenue system. | 
The Senate is usurping one of the preroga- 

tives of the House and is doing so to work 

harm, not good. 1 

The taxes which the Senate is-so anxious 
to reduce are felt by trusts but not by con- 
sumers. Should the Senate carry its point 
the workingmen will not get cheaper beer 


posed to tamper with are easily and econom- 
ically collected. Those on cigars and manu- 
factured tebacco had been lowered too much 
prior to 1898 and their increase was eminent- 
ly proper under any circumstances. The 
beer and tobacco revenue which the Senate 
wishes to throw away will be needed to meet 
the demands of that Congressional ex- 
travagance which knows no limits. The 
customs duties may bring in soon less rev- 
enue than they do now and cannot be ex- 
pegted to yield more revenue. 

The proceeds of internal revenue taxes 
will have to be depended on to run the gov- 
ernment. The House, acting on behalf of 
the people, should defeat this scheme to 
weaken the Treasury by taking off taxes 
which will have to be reimposed a few years 
hence when two-billion Congresses succeed 
billion and a half Congresses. 


RENOMINATE GOOD ALDERMEN. 

In several wards. where. the outgoing 
Aldermen have good records efforts are 
on foot within the party lines to nominate 
new men on the plea that the office should 
be passed around or that the present in- 
cumbent is not sufficiently intimate with the 
“boys,” or on some other equally dubious 
ground. OWing to such efforts the renomi- 
nation of each of the following Aldermen— 
namely: Werno of the new Twenty-third 
Ward, Pettibone of the Twenty-fourth, 
Butler of the Twenty-fifth, Blake of the 
Twenty-sixth, Eidmann of the Thirty-sec- 
ond, Race of the Thirty-fifth, and Bennett 
of the Seventh—is at the present moment 
more or less seriously jeopardized. 

It is not pleasant to suggest that any of 
these attempts are prompted by entirely un- 
worthy motives. Yet it is quite impossible 
to suppose that political managers are un- 
aware of the urgent and special need for 
returning men to the Council In April who 
have actually proyed their integrity in pref- 
erence to untried men, Every.citizen inter- 
ested in efficient government likewise 
realizes the demand for Aldermen not only 
of integrity but oftrained ability. - 

It is the peculiar characteristic of the 
better governed cities across the water that 
all classes of officials, both elective and ap- 
pointive, have much more permanency of 
tenure than hete, The leading spirits, for 
example, in the London County Council— 
in many ways the finest local governing 
body in the world—have through successive 
reélections been members of that body ever 
since its creation, twelee years ago. The 
City Council of Chicago will never be able 
to handle its work properly until a much 
large proportion of its menfbers are men 
not only of honor and capacity but also of 
long acquaintance with its functions. 

Of the men named above, Alderman Race 
has been in the, Council one year, Alderman 
Bennett four years, and each of the others 
two years, Not alone as a fitting recogni- 
tion of their meritorious services in that 
body, but as an act of direct public prudence,

Supreme Court says that the jury system 
as at present aiiministered, especially in 


of a semi-barbarous age.“ It offends him 
because the juror “is treated little better 
than a criminal. He is locked up at night 
and is given Httle more pay than a day 
laborer.” It is also a part of his torture 
to be compelled to listen to “the wrangle 
of lawyers.” This is a misery Judges might 
deliver him from, but they seldom do so.

TRACTION CONSOLIDATION. 

Boston leads the entire world in the or- 
ganization of its rapid transit facilities. 
These comprise about five miles of single 
track in the subway, several times that 
mileage of elevated lines now in process 
of construction, and several hundred miles 
of surface lines, Iästead, however, of hav- 
ing underground, surface, and elevated lines 
competing with each other, all the facili- 
ties on the thrt levele—save about one- 
fifth of the surface mileage—are or, when 
the elevated lines are completed, will be 
operated under a single management and 
as parts of a single system. The under- 
ground and elevated lines will be used for 
the rapid movement of cars through the 
most populous section of the city, the ele- 
rated stations will be focal points fed by 
the surface lines, with free transfers be- 
tween them, and the total arrangements will 
be calculated to exhaust the possibilities 
of all the different grades of facilities taken 
together to expedite the journey of every 


There is pretty general agreement at the 
present moment that “all the surface lines 
of this city should be operated as parts 
of a single system, but we have scarcely 
considered the idea of coUrdination between 
elevated and surface lines. A rumor comes 
from New York, however, that a combina- 
tion of the interests of the Union Traction 
company and of the Lake Street, the North- 
western, and the Loop Eleyated companies 
is the subject of negotiations, 

Be the rumor well founded or not, such 
a combination is quite in line with events 
not only in Boston but elsewhere, In 
Brooklyn the surface and elevated lines 
are how owned by one company. In Man- 
hattan Borough the company now owning 
all the surface lines desired to build and 
operate in connection there with the under- 
ground road. This same company would 
apperently be pleased to acquire the ele- 
vated properties in that borough: and op- 
erate them in conjunction with its surface 
properties, and, indeed, there are certain 
transfer arrangements now existing be- 
tween the two levels on the basis of an 8- 
cent fare. | | 2 

Under properly managed consolidation of 
surface and elevated lines in this city fewer 
stops need be made, and higher speed could 
be maintained on the elevated lines, the 
surface lines could act as feeders and dis- 
tributers for the latter more largely than 
they now do, and local tra vel could without 
doubt be materially expedited. Consolida- 
tion between the two levels is plainly in 
the line of higher organization. 


EDWARD P. GOODWIN, 

The sudden death of the Rey. E. P. Good- 
win, late pastor of the First Congregational 
Church in this city, has removed a promi- 
nent clergyman and exemplary citizen 
from the ranks of those who are working 
fer the higher interests of Chicago, His 
career as a minister was exceptional in 
that he was pastor of but two churches, 
eight years of his services having been 
devoted to the First Congregational Church 
at Columbus, O., and the remaining thirty- 
three to the First Congregational Church 
of Chicago. He labored in the pulpit until 
age and failing health compelled him to 
retire about a year ago, but even the last 
year of his life was spent in doing good 
and in fighting evil and immorality to the 
extent of his powers. 

As a clergyman Dr. Goodwin administered 
not alone the duties pertaining to his own 
pulpit with extraordinary success and 
steadily increasing usefulness, but he helped 
to build up other churches of his denomina- 
tion, and by his advice and example aidvd 
many young men to enter the ministerial pro- 
fession. As a citizen he took a prominent 
part in every movement that made for the 
city’s good and was especially zealous in 
bis efforts to suppress immoral resorts. 

His service to the city immediately after 
the great conflagration, when his church 
was the temporary City Hall, as well as a 
headquarters for relief, can hardly be too 
highly estimated, Always philanthropic 
he became the friend of the poor, who never 
sought his doors in vain. Bxceptional as 
his career was in duration and usefulness 
and prominent as was his position he was 
a singularly unostentatious worker. 
most characteristic qualities were useful- 
ness and industry. No text more aptly de- 
scribes his life than Well done, good and 
faithful servant.” | 


KIN@S CORONATION OATH, 
It is mot surprising that English Cath- 
olics are calling earnestly for the abolish- 
ment of the “no Popery coronation oath 
‘which Edward VII. was compelled by law 
to take. The oath is a relic of conditions 
that have passed away, and it now seems 
merely like a needless insult for the sov- 
ereign of several millions of loyal Catholics | 
to declare publicly that certain rites of their 
church ‘are “ superstitious and idolatrous.” 
There is reason to believe that this anti- 
guated oath was as painful to King Edward 
as to his Catholic subjects. It is foreign 
to the spirit of the age. | 
Until 1829 this same oath had been taken 
by members of Parliament and all state 
officials. It was then abolished except in 
the case of a few high officials. A bill in | 
1867 finally abolished it for all these in 
‘England with the single exception of the 
occupant of the throne. In this respect the 
King is bound While his subjects are eman- 
cipated. He is still compelled by law to 
take this ironclad oath trampling upon the 
religious convictions of many of his subjects 
and impugning the veracity of all Cath- 
olies. Parliament alone can free future 
sovereigns from going through this unpleas- 
ant ordeal by repealing the ancient law 
that requires it. The London Times repre- 
sents the liberal sentiment of England by 
taking the position that the act embodying 
the oath should be altered in accord with 
modern ideas.

VERMONT'S DEATH PENALTY, 
Tue sentence of death pronounced upon 
Frank Shaw, a murderer, by. a Judge of 
the Supreme Court of Vermont, the penalty 
to be administered on the first Tuesday of 
February,- 1903, after two years’ imprison- 
ment, the last three months in solitary con- 
finement, has revived discussion of the se- 
verity of the the Vermont law, and may yet 
lead to its modification, if not to the repeal of 
capital punishment in that State. 

There are two sides to this case, both of 
whith can be strongly defended. The ad- 
vyocates of the law, which provides that a 
session. of the Legislature must intervene 
between the imposition of a death sentence 
and its execution, contend that it is in the 
interests of justice, for the Legislature is 
the only body which can pardon or com- 
mute a death sentence. Again, the Legis- 
lature might abolish the death penalty. It

children to be educated in the town school, while they contribute little to its 
treasury. A large State school tax of not less than $5,000,000 will in « 
large measure equalize these burdens. The annual levy made by the State 
for public school purposes, $1,000,000, has not increased since 1872, thongh 
the population of the State has oubled and the total school expenditures 
have almost trebled. The State school fund has become an insignificant 
fraction of the total revenue required, now. exceeding $18,000,000, 
This fund should be distributed after the plan that prevails in New York. 
A fixed sum, say $100, should be given outright to every school, or separate | 
room in a graded school system, which complies with certain requirements 
as to area of district, minimum attendance, and length of term. This pro- 
vision is just when it is considered that in many respects it is just as expen- 
sive to maintain a school of twenty pupils as a school of forty. The rest of 
the funds may justly be distributed on the basis of school population after 
_ certain special funds have been withdrawn to aid in the establishment of 
school libraries and to afford State aid for approved 
high schools as suggested above. The experience of 
New York, Pennsylvania, California, and sev- 
eral smaller States which have thus providel > fe 
a large State school fund bas been most sat- ee 
isfactory.

There is no foundation for the report that 
Plans for a new suburban station for the 
Northwestern are under consideration.

OLDEST LAWYER. 


Judge J. E. Gary. | 
OSEPH BASTON GARY,” the Judge 
who tried the Anarchists,” is the oldest 
member of the Chicago bar. He was 
born in Potsdam, N. X., in 1821, was 
admitted to the bar in Missouri in 1844, 


went out to the Mexican war with Murray 
F. Tuley, tried law practice in New Mexico 
with him, and later came back and settled 
down to legal work with him in Chicago. 
He was elected to the bench of the Superior 
Court of Cook County thirty-seven years 
ago and has held that office continually ever 
since, a record approached only by that of 
his colleague and former partner, Judge 
Tuley. 


Judge Gary was a carpenter in his young 


manhood and left the bench to study for 
the bar—which he afterward left to ascend 
a different kind of bench. His greatest rep- 
utation has been won in 
famous Haymarket Anarchist cases, in 
which long and difficult trial he handed up 
to the court above a record free from error.

OLDEST CARPENTER. 
James Brannock. | 
ORE than threescore years and ten 
have passed over the head of the 
oldest carpenter still working at the 
| © trade in Chicago, but they have 
; done little to impair his skill with 
saw and chisel. James Brannock, aged 72, 
is the Nestor of the Brotherhood of Car- 
penter and Woodworkers. He has plied his 
trade since 1854, when he learned it in A- 
bany, N. T. Mr. Brannock is an Irishman 
and was born in Kilkenny in 1828. He has 
been identified with labor unions prominent- 
ly for many years and until recently was 
Secretary of the Building Trades council. 


I joined my first union in 1858 in Al- 
bany,” he says. Before that time we 
had no need for organization. Wages were 
fixed by a custom that no one questioned. 
As regularly as if it-were'a law, they were 
cut a shilling on Nov. 10 and the shilling 
was restored on March 10 following. High 
wages were $1.50 and low were $1.37 a day. 
| The cut was made as usual in the fall of 
1857, but the next spring by an agreement 
among themselves the bosses forgot, as it 
were, to restore the shilling. Before a 
month was passed we had organized, and 
in April we made them give us the shilling, 
and in May we forced another shilling out 
of»them, and another in June, so that but 
for their eagerness to save a shilling in 
our wages they had to pay three shillings 
instead. We had unions off and on after 
that, and in 1864 I came to Chicago, where 
there was none. Here we have had many, 
but they all broke up until the brotherhood 
was organized in 170. I'm a believer in 
trades unions myself and think they do 
much for the benefit of the workingmen 
and of the nation.

THEIR VICTIMS 


Swindlers’ Traps to Catch 


Money. 


and “Friendly Assayer” Are 
Those Most in Vogue. 


TY those who go to them in good 
faith for loans Chicago money 
lenders are thought to be almost 
invulnerable.to swindling games, 
To those who make their living 
by thetr wits there are few 
i easier victims than the hun- 


en who are amateur money lenders. They 
are amateur only in the sense that they do 
not advertise. They answer advertisements 
instead, and there are several wily Chicago- 
ans who do nothing except insert advertise- 
ments to catch the lenders and to follow 
the answer with confidence work, 

The cages do not become public, because 
the mo lenders are usually men or women 
who do not want it generally known that 


When they lose they keep away from the 


he who advertises freely—gets caught sel- 
dom, and when he does he goes directly to the 
police or to a detective agency for help. 
How the lenders are swindled is a topic 
seldom discussed by any except those who. 
have lost, and they talk about it onty to 
those of their own craft. It is their method 
of punishing the swindler. They try to scat- 
ter enough information about him to make 
further operations on his part impossible. 
They seldom, cause his arrest. Exposure 
often means as much to the complainant as 


of.the closeness with which the information 
"about swindies is kept to those directly in- 
terested can be secured best by knowing 


‘| that out of nearly one Hundred winding 


games operated upon Chicago money lend- 
ers last year only two ever came to light in 
the newspapers. These were the Skinner 
game of a year ago and the Mrs. Bertha 


Freitag case, which has just ended in an 
obscure justice court. Other games as prof- 


itable as either of these have been worked 
some only half a block from the City Hall— 
but each of them has been kept so quiet that 
not even the police knew that the law was 
being broken near them. 


THREE FAVORITE METHODS. 

Of the games used most frequently in get- 
‘ting. money from men and women who are 
in the money-lending business in a private 
way three methods stand out from the rest. 
These three are the most successful. They 
are worked oftenest, and, although every 
money lender knows of them, the principals 
in them gre never exposed. 

They are the “ warehouse receipt. trick, 
the switch,“ and the friendip 


No one knows who invented the games, 
They are never worked in the same manner 
twice. Each time they are tried a modifica- 
tion which promises improvement suggests 
itself to the operator, and the game u ai- 
tered. Its essential parts remain always the 
same, and its motive is never different. It 
is always to get something for nothing, and 
to cover the retreat of the swindler. 


BOGUS WAREHOUSE RECEIPTS. 
- The warehouse receipt game is the one 
that accomplishes most among men and 
women who are supposed to be the perfec- 
tion. of shrewdness. Its surroundings are 
. 80 innocent looking and it is played with 
such boldness that detection is almost sure 
to come too late. It is operated either by 
one or more persons. An advertisement ap- 
pears in a newspaper one day in which is 
set forth the financial plight of a young 
widow or a salaried employé who is in a re- 
sponsible position. The advertisement con- 
tains the information that in the possession 
of the advertiser is certain household prop- 
erty of great value upon which a small loan 
is requested. The amateur money lender 
goes into action. He or she (for there are 
many women in Chicago who lend their 
money unknown to their husbands, and more 
who loan it unknown to their neighbors) 
answers the advertisement with a statement 
that he or she has a little money which 
seeks profitable investment. Only for the 
interest,” is the line in ninety-nine out of a 
hundred replies. There is not the slightest 
intimation that the lender ever would take 
possession of the goods deposited as secur- 
ity. That, as a matter of fact, often prompts 
the offer of the loan. The goods are always 
worth more than the amount advanced, and 
the lender often calculates that they will 
pass into his possession. | 

The money lender gets into communication 
with the advertiser and finds that the goods 
are in a warehouse. The solicitor for the 
loan produces the receipts and then, if the 
lender insists, takes him to the warehouse 
and shows the goods. They are worth more 
than the loan and the amount Is turned over, 
the receipts being deposited with the lender. 
When the time of the loan expires the bor- 
rower does not come around. The lender, 
giad to get such good property at so low a 
figuré, goes to find it. He does not get the 
property upon which he loaned the money. 
In its place is inferior stuff. How the change 
was made looks mysterious. It isn’t. A 
warehouse employé is sometimes in the game 
and helps change the goods. When he is 
not the goods upon which the money was 
loaned are withdrawn from the warehouse. 
on the day the loan is made and just after 
the lender sees them. This is done by decelv- 
ing the warehouseman, which is no more 
difficult a trick than deceiving any one 


WORKING “STRAIGHT SWITCH.” 
‘The straight switch” is the game most 
in use when diamonds or jewels are the goods 
upon which money is loaned. The lender 
sees what he is loaning money on, and just 
as the money is handed over the borrower - 
deftly changes packages. If diamonds are 
the security the lender gets clever imitations 
instead of the genuine stones. Sometimes 
these substituteg are paste. More often they 
are diamonds of an inferior grade, painted 
for the occasion and mounted in the same 
. settings which hold the genuine stones which 

the lender has seen. | 

A close relative of the switching trick fe the 
Friendly assayer swindle. It is harder te 
accomplish, but it has been worked upon 
some of the shrewdest lenders in Chicago. 
The diamonds or jewels are taken for gp 
praisement to a merchant who is supposed e 
be neutral. Better stones are “ switched” 
for them on the way to the appraiser, or the

Next day, however, McKenzie went to the 
office of his attorneys and there was arrested 
by United States Marshals. A demand was 
made for the combinations of the receiver's 
safes, which were in the local bank. McKen- 
sie said he had given them to United States 
District Attorney Woods, who refused to give 
them up. 
Safes Blown Open. 
Thereupon the officers of the San Francisco 
court engaged the services of an expert and 
went to the bank, where two safes were 
blown open in true Western fashion, dis- 
closing $138,000 worth. of gold dust, which 
had been secured by McKenzie’s $5,000 bond. 
All this bad been done under warrant of a 
writ ordering the arrest of McKenzie for 
contempt of the first order of the California 
court. In this same writ Judge Noyes was 
required to forward to the United States 
_Cireult Court of Appeals at San Francisco 
the complete record of the receivership case. 
When the safes had been opened and 
emptied, the force moved again on the mines. 
McKenzie was in prison and without a lead- 
er, the mine workers gave way, leaving the 
claims in the hands of the California court. 
Early in November the officers in charge of 
McKenzie arrived with the prisoner in San 
ancisco. -He went to a hotel in charge of 
a deputy marshal, and on Nov. 8 appeared 
before the United States Circuit Court ot 
to answer to cOntempt charges. A 
technicality delayed the trial, and after gtv- 
Ing a $5,000 bond on one count, he was re- 
eased of the others on his own recognizance.

RATTLESNAKE 
IS FATAL 


D. Muir Tells of His Close 
Experience with the 


IN FEAR OF HOGS. 


Pigs Would Have Cleared 
Ireland if St. Patrick Had 
Not Done 80. | 


— 


HE theory that the rattlesnake’s 
bite is rarely attended by fatal 
results is denied by D. Muir, a 
Chicago man, who has had much 
experience with rattlesnakes, and 
ie thoroughly well acquainted with 
i their characteristics and deadly 
— power. 
„There are several species of this reptile 
in the United States, and the bite of each is 
greatly to be dreaded,“ says Mr. Muir. The 
species to be found in the timbered regions 
of the East and South and in the Alleghany 
and Blue Ridge Mountains is of the yellow 
variety, and attains a larger size than the 
other species. The bite of this species is oc- 
casionally successfully combated, Whether 
this is due to the fact that it is less venomous 
than the others, or that the remedies made 
from plants indigenous and peculiar to the 
locality are more effective, is an open q 


„ The species found in the West, and oc- 
ecasionally designated as the massasauger, is 
of a dull color, and its general appearance is 
most forbidd@z and repulsive. The bite of 
the massasauger is almost invariably fatal to 
man, irrespective of whatever line of treat- 
ment be employed or how promptly applied. 


>) This is equally true of the black diamond, or 
water rattlesnake. The writer at one time 


lived on a 160-acre piece of land in one of the 


the county during one entire year were from 
rattlesnake bite. The climate was healthy. 
but the snakes were ‘ pizen.’ 0 
Animals fare better than man, Domestic 
animals are frequently bitten. Dogs gener- 
ally recover after a day or two of frightful 


‘| suffering. Instinct impels them to seek a 
| mudhole, preferably in a running stream, and 


there they He until the force ot the poison has 
abated. Various methods of treatment are 
used for horses and cattle, the mudhole treat- 
ment being the best, if the location of the 


wound is favorable to its application. They 


generally recover. Methods of cure which 
are applied successfully to animals are not 
successful when applied to man, except in 
rare instances. I would advise the professor 
who is incredulous to beware of the bite of 
the crotalus. It generally means death, and 
always in a horrible form. : ‘ 

** Mules are rarely bitten. They have an 
instinctive dread of snakes, and are pretty 
sure to discover their presence in ample time 
to avoid them. The hog is a natural enemy 
of the snake family, and is apparently im- 
mune from the effects of the bite of the deadly 
varieties. A snake, once discovered by an 
unconfined hog, has slight chances of escape. 
If St. Patrick hadn't drwen the snakes out 


of Ireland the pigs would. | 

Always Warn of Danger. | 
No one having his hearing and exercising 
a little care need be bitten by a ‘ rattler,’ as 
they always sound the warning of danger. 
The only exception to this rule being in Au- 
gust during the shedding season. At this time 
they cannot readily make themselves heard, 
and strike out blindly and viciously upon the 
slightest pretext. They are at all times 
sluggish of movement and easily dispatched 
if struck on the head., The virus is most 
deadly during the breeding season. Once 
having heard the rattle of one of these snakes 
and knowing its import the peculiar sound 


the stoutest when heard unexpectedly, as is 
usually the case. 7 4 ; 

There are many persons who are of the 
impression that these snakes delight in chas- 
ing human beings. , Nothing could be further 
from the truth. They have intense fear 
of man and avoid meeting him whenever 
possible. The moment one of them sees that 
a meeting is inevitable he at once sounds the 
alarm and assumes the defensive by coiling 
for a spring in such a manner as to leave the 
greatest freedom of movement for his head. 
He is then prepared to make a desperate fight 
for life, which he always does when forced to 
it. If he should not be molested he goes his 
way, and thus the meeting ends. Men never 
allow them to escape if possible to get at 
them, but women and children are usually 
thrown into such a paroxysm of fear upon 
meeting one that they escape, much after the 
fashion of the holdup man who temporarily 
has his victim paralyzed with fear. 


, Suicide by Biting Itself. 

“A peculiar fact is that the bite of this 
reptile is also fatal to its kind, and upon oc- 
casion it attempts suicide by biting itself. I 
recollect an instance in point. . With one 
helper I was burning the grass from a plece 
of land, the grass having been fired all around 
the piece so that the head fire was met by a 
back fire. As the flames closed up for the 
finish we noticed a large rattlesnake wHich 
had been ‘ rounded up’ by the pitiless circle 
of fire. He made a desperate attempt to pass 

the flery cordon, but his movements were too 
slow and the fierce heat beat him back. At 
this juncture he discovered our presence and 
undoubtedly came to the logical conclusion 
that escape was impossible in any event. 

“Thereupon he deliberately turned his 
fangs against his own body, ‘biting himself 
in three places, evidently with the intent to 
cheat the flames. He then laid down to 
stoically await the coming of the inevitable 
end. It soon came. The flames, close at 
hand, were quicker than the poison and not 
to be denied. The stiff prairie breeze fanned 
them rapidly to the fatal focus and in a 
few moments nothing was left of grass or 
snake but a blackened and motionless mass.”

tenant paid you the rent he could use the 
office when he liked.” 

He can, but you can’t, and neither tan 
any one else who only has the key to show 
that permission has been granted.
